FEPC In The South 

While the recent action of the 
U. S. Supreme Court, clarifying 
the constitutional right of Negroes 
to enjoy equal treatment and op- 
portunity in schools and on rail- 
roads, came as quite a jolt in many 
parts of the country, do not look 
for any sudden sweep of change in 
race relations, North or South. 
Although we forecast the Supreme 
Court action, the evidence is also 
substantial that it will still be a 
long time before there is any uni- 
formity of race attitudes and cus- 
toms over the country. The situa- 
tion can well be illustrated by the 
difficulties inherent in the proposed 
Federal FEPC laws. Many of the 
most ardent supporters of racial 
justice in the country recognize 
that the effort to enact uniform 
Federal FEPC laws does not meet 
the need as it actually exists and 
has harmful tendency to play poli- 
tics with the race question. In 
New York State and in the city of 
Philadelphia, for instance, where 
we have reported favorably on 
the application of FEPC laws (see 
BTL, June 12), the situation is 
very different from that in the deep 
South, for in the northern areas 
not only is the average educational 
attainment far higher among 
Negro minorities but the number 


of skilled craftsmen is much larger.

X-Ray and Foreeast 
ENERAL WAR NOT COMING: In spite of the outbreak in Korea, 


the rumble of the distant guns and those voices in press and radio 
that always seem to take on a holiday atmosphere when men start to die, 
we repeat our long standing forecast that war with Russia is not coming 
in the forseeable future. Naturally war will come if we attack at a point 
of some vital Russian national interest — which we hope and pray none in 
authority are considering, for such an act will go down alongside the 
insanity of Nero burning his Rome. 

BUT YOU CANNOT SEE the hope of peace unless you can get 
behind the inflammatory headlines, the breathy excitement-building 
radio reporting. A breakdown of the factors involved in the Korean 
outbreak provides much encouraging evidence that Russia will not press 
the issue to the extent of outright war between U. S. and the Soviet. 
This conclusion is based on the following: (1) Russia is not yet in- 
volved to the point where she cannot easily pull out. (2) Communist 
strategy, while holding that capitalist wars are inevitable, does not in- 
clude the promotion of international war as an instrument of Communist 
expansion. (3) Communist strategy still strictly holds to theory that 
the “Red” revolution is to be promoted and new Soviets established by 
infiltration and creation of violent uprisings from WITHIN, with CIVIL 
WAR if necessary — and not international war with invading Russian 
armies. (4) Russian Communists are cool, calculating strategists. 
They will not hesitate to pull back in Korea if they have satisfied them- 
selves that no further gains are possible. Remember Russians and Jap- 
anese fought a full scale war for several months in Manchuria in 1939 
— thousands were killed in big battles although the western world heard 
little of it. Yet the Russians deliberately pulled out and called the war 
off when they decided it was to their advantage to do so. Russian com- 
munism has little of the impassioned, “do or die,” “never let the flag 
touch the ground boys” psychology of the West. (5) The Korean out- 
break is part of Russia’s Communist strategy rather than “der tag” for 
a great new military thrust. It will be localized as our leaders are al- 
ready wisely endeavoring to keep it and dampened down when the Soviet 
finds nothing much to be gained there. 


ERE ARE FURTHER FACTORS of most vital importance con- 
cerning the Korean war that are not being adequately reported to 
the public: 

Press and radio reports constantly refer to “Red” tanks, “Red” 
airmen, “Red” advance so that the impression often prevails that the 
Russian army is someway involved — entwined around the North Korean 
armies. The truth is seldom if ever made clear that Russian armed forces 
are cleverly and meticulously staying out of the war. True the “Red” 
armies are Russian trained, Russian equipped, Russian advised, — but 
the difference between that and actual Russian participation is so great 
that everything involved hangs by that fact. For the truth is Moscow is 
taking great care that Koreans are not being killed by Russians, just as 
the Kremlin saw to it that in the China civil war no Russians were in- 
volved in any military action. 

The Moscow politburo skillfully does their fighting through the 
enthusiastic thoroughly trained revolutionary native Communists. 

UNFORTUNATELY, it has been considered necessary for 
American troops, airmen, bombers to invade Korea, kill Koreans, bomb 
their villages and towns. All of this pleases Moscow, — fits well into the 
Communist master plan. They are already flooding the world with ef-

Monopoly 
In News: The profession of 
journalism needs competition to 
keep it healthy, like all other enter- 


prises. But by mergers, — the 
strong absorbing the weak, often by 
unjust pressures, — press compe- 


tition is dwindling. In most cities 
the newspapers, if there are more 
than one, are owned by the one cor- 
poration and often by one individual 
or family; thus the economic and 
political viewpoint of that limited 
ownership often is a governing in- 
fluence in the “slanting” of the 
news. Thereby American public 
opinion is kept under these unnat- 
ural pressures — and while we 
still have a free press, that freedom 
is being used by many publishers 
to their own advantage. The Dept. 
of Justice has been making a 
study of these monopolistic trends 
and has already entered two anti- 
trust suits against such monopolies 
—one in Lorain, Ohio, and another 
recent action against the news- 
papers in New Orleans where one 
ownership controls both morning, 
evening and Sunday papers. The 
Government indictment is based 
upon the complaint of business 
men and advertisers who report 
how the publishing monopolies in 
these cities have forced advertisers 
to buy space in both morning and 
evening papers, to get any adver- 
tising at all, and have forced them 
into agreements forbidding adver- 
tising in mediums that would fos- 
ter competition against the news 
monopoly. An AP story gave some 
details of the New Orleans’ charges 
on June 14th, but many papers 
killed the story. 

In Oil: Complaints of independ- 
ent oil producers and distributors 
on the West Coast have resulted in 
Federal anti-trust charges against 
the seven giant oil corporations 
who have monopolized the pro- 
duction and marketing of oil in the 
West for many years. The com- 
plaints filed state that these cor- 
porations, (Standard, Texas, Shell, 
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Monopoly

ete.), have conspired to control 
production and distribution, to fix 
prices, to stifle independent distri- 
bution even to the extent of buying 
out, dismantling or leaving idle, 
competitive production equipment. 
The Government is ordering the 
big seven to get out of the distri- 
bution and retailing of gasoline 
and oil products, and thereby open- 
ing the field for the restoration of 
independent business enterprise in 
oil marketing and distributing. 

In Steel: As we have often re- 
ported, the source of Government 
anti-trust action against large 
corporations and monopolies is not 
the desire of the Government to 
“persecute” big business just be- 
cause of its “bigness” as you are 
told in press and radio. Govern- 
ment action against monopolistic 
practices and unfair competition by 
large corporations always stems out 
of the complaints filed by other busi- 
ness men who are being squeezed 
out by the larger concerns. For 
instance, a special committee in 
Congress has been investigating 
complaints of monopolistic prac- 
tices in steel. A recent witness be- 
fore the committee was a Balti- 
more wholesaler of steel pipe and 
related equipment. The wholesaler 
said he built his business on spe- 
cializing in large job lots of steel 
pipe at attractive prices over the 
traditional policy of the “big steel” 
to hold the line on prices under all 
circumstances. When a_ buyer 
could present the Baltimore dis- 
tributor with an estimate of his 
future needs, the wholesaler could 
work out an advantageous price 
since the stuff could be turned out 
quickly. “But when I began to 
build my business on this,” stated 
the distributor, “the steel compa- 
nies cracked down through their 
associates. I was told to get in line 
and stay there. When I refused to 
stay in line with their fixed price 
companies 
then began to put the squeeze on 
me and now I am being forced out 
The witness said the 
steel corporations do not believe in 
competition or free enterprise ex- 
cept for themselves.

World Citizens in Japan: A 
World Federalist committee to 
support the idea of world govern- 
ment has been formed by members 
of the Japanese Parliament. The 
Minister of Education presided. 

Japanese seamen are seeking re- 
admission to the International 
Transportworkers’ Federation, 
from which they were forced to 
withdraw before the war. The 
Japanese Seamen’s Union, repudi- 
ating both communism and totali- 
tarianism, has likewise voted ap- 
proval of the International Con- 
federation of Free Trade Unions.

fective propaganda: “U. S. Imperialists slaughter Koreans to maintain 
domination — Russia stays out.” “Hands off Korea.” “Soviet people 
unanimously brand with shame criminal action of American Government 
against Korea.” (See July 4th A. P. report from Moscow). 

Americans are not hearing these reports but hundreds of millions 
of others are. If we send armies and bombers into Indo-China, as many 
are urging, we — with the French imperial forces — will soon be killing 
the people of Indo-China who happen to be in Communist areas. The 
Communists hope we will repeat the pattern in Malaya — where the 
British are already requesting our aid; then in Burma, Indonesia, Iran 
— all of which, while stopping Communist armies on the ground, actually 
fulfills Communist plans for greater, final expansion by fostering hatred 
for the “White capitalist West.” 

THE COMMUNIST DOCTRINES TEACH that the capitalist 
powers are the natural enemies of the peasant and working class, while 
the Soviet is the friend of the “toiling masses.” Of course when Com- 
munists tell the world that the U. S. kills Koreans to maintain domina- 
tion, we shout back that we are fighting to keep them free, to keep the 
world free — to save man’s freedom of enterprise. 

Certainly we are — except that the people of Asia know very 
little about democracy, they’ve never had any “free enterprise.” Capi- 
talism means nothing to the millions who live in mud huts, barely sur- 
viving from year to year. Exploited by their own masters for centuries 
and the foreigner for generations, they only know hunger and dull 
despair. 

THIS EXPLAINS what happened to South Korean armies. 
American news reports played down the fact — many reports suppressed 
it —- that the South Koreans put up little effort to support the American- 
created Southern Korean Republic, that their armies melted away, — 
didn’t want to fight. The same reports played up the impression of 
mighty Communist attacks while the truth is that swift Communist ad- 
vances were chiefly due to the disappointing collapse of the American 
trained South Korean army. Our troops had to move in quickly or all 
Korea would have been lost. We gave the South Koreans a new flag, new 
banners, guns, but, as we have in Greece, Iran, Germany, Italy and else- 
where, we have tied our support to the old traditional semi-feudal reac- 
tionary leadership to “preserve democracy” and “free enterprise,” words 
that mean little to destitute peoples. 

Hoping to maintain peaceful relations with Communist controlled 
North Korea, it is to the credit of the U. S. that we had not provided 
the South Korean armies with heavy armaments. American militarists 
have claimed that inadequate armament was chief factor of the South 
Korean collapse, while American newsmen repeatedly reported that the 
South Koreans’ front broke up in helter skelter riotous retreat without 
using what they had. The impoverished people of all Korea have been 
fed the simple but effective propaganda that the Red revolution would 
destroy the exploiters, the great landlords; that the landless peasants 
would take over the land, the workers take over the factories. 

In our over-emphasis on the military approach and our failure to 
fight with truth in psychological warfare, we failed to make them realize 
that under communism the people still get nothing but a soulless en- 
slaved leveling off of all things, all opportunity. In our fixation on 
militarism we again failed to use our greatest weapon — TRUTH. 

MANEUVER AND COUNTER-MANEUVER are involved, for 
the Korean Communists struck immediately after secret conferences had 
been held in Tokyo (June 20-23) between top American military figures 
(See. of Defense Louis Johnson, Gen. Bradley, Dulles, and others) 
where it was decided to make Japan and Formosa major American mili- 
tary strongholds. This plan has been in the air for sometime — (see 
BTL, May 22, 50). But as soon as it became known that American 
military control of the Asiatic coasts would be further forged into an 
unbroken steel wall from northern Japan to the Philippines, all close to 
vital Russian national interests, (Vladivostok, most important Russian 
Pacific harbor; Khabarovsk, great new industrial center, etc., ete.), Mos- 
cow prodded the “Red” Korean armies into action. 

We must face the fact that the grim Russian military chiefs who 
are not themselves enthusiastic Communists, having to be policed con- 
stantly by the political commissars, would look on our moves to establish 
military strongholds in Japan, Formosa, etc., just as our military leaders 
would look upon such Russian moves in Guatemala and Costa Rica. And 
they reacted the same way we advise in our classes in strategy at West 
Point, — counter-maneuver at the adversary’s weakest point. Doubtless 
the Moscow tyrants have plans to infiltrate Japan with communism, create 
Japan into a Soviet, as they hope to do in all of the world, but the Rus- 
sians would do this through ideological penetration just as they created

In the deep South the number of 
skilled Negro craftsmen is com- 
paratively small in proportion to 
the much larger colored population, 
and thus the opportunities for 
abuses of the law by irresponsible 
elements much greater. 

Of course, the southern politi- 
cians are making the fight on the 
basis of “states rights”, and the 
race issue is not the real crux of 
the “states rights” fight, although 
racial sentiments have been whip- 
ped up to make it seem so. The 
real issue is economic, — the tide- 
land oil of Louisiana, Texas, etc., 
and the increasing tendency of the 
Federal Government to seek to es- 
tablish nation-wide wage and labor 
regulations which strike hard at 
southern low-wage traditions. But 
you can’t get the folks back in the 
hills, cane breaks and swamps stir- 
red up over who controls the tide- 
land oil or factory wages in town. 
Yet they can be aroused plenty 
over segregation, FEPC and the 
white supremacy. So it is com- 
mon knowledge among informed 
southern leaders that the states 
rights program has been largely 
spark-plugged, financed and sup- 
ported by oil corporations and in- 
dustrial interests to keep control of 
southern resources in the hands of 
the state legislatures where the cor- 
porations can easily swing things 
their own way. 

Yet there are many progressive 
Christian leaders in the South who 
earnestly seek justice and equal 
opportunity for the Negro but who 
believe that the problem cannot 
be solved by playing political foot- 
ball with the race problem in 
Washington. They rejoice in the 
Supreme Court’s statements of 
democratic principles, but they 
feel that the Christian leadership 
of each state, of each community, 
must push for racial justice by 
such methods and instrumentali- 
ties as are suited best to each lo- 
cality and in such a manner as 
will always maintain and increase 
goodwill and consistently prevent 
tension and hatred. Many southern 
Christian leaders feel that a Fed- 
eral FEPC law, rigged up for se- 
curing a maximum of political 
support, would take the leadership 
away from those of both races best 
able to lead towards Christian 
brotherhood. 





In War Reports, note the diff- 
erence in the attitudes of the big 
and little brass. Eisenhower, 
Bradley, ete., speak with deep con- 
cern over the cost and the pain of 
war, have a Christian view toward 
the gravity of war. Whereas, the 
pool room colonels and the politi- 
cal brigadiers are responsible for 
most of the whooper-up, hurry-to- 
get-in views. 


Christian Challenge 


Does a church dare be Chris- 
tian? When a pastor is moved to 
some daring step that will bring 
a challenging testimony to the 
community through the ministry 
of his church he is usually caution- 
ed by his lay leaders that the 
church must not harm its influence 
by such a radical move. “We 
must go slow, pastor, about such 
things here.” A pastor down in 
Florida recently met such a chal- 
lenge — and dared to be Christian. 
Did it wreck the church, as every 
one predicted? To the contrary — 
a miracle happened! 

Rev. Donald Douds of the Miami 
Shores Community Church felt 
that the time had come for some 
real steps to be taken towards 
Christian brotherhood. Rev. Douds 
felt that racial tensions might be 
eased and Negro and white Chris- 
tian leadership strengthened by 
inviting an able well-regarded local 
Negro pastor to speak in the Com- 
munity Chureh pulpit. With this 
announcement the fire works start- 
ed! It would ruin the church, split 
it up, cause great financial loss on 
the verge of a building program, 
ete., ete. The press and radio took 
up the issue and, as is so often the 
ease, played up the sensational, 
gave a twisted and garbled account 
of the courageous stand the church 
and its leadership had taken. Many 
members did voice indignant pro- 
tests — a large group canceled 
their pledges, many withdrew their 
membership, — but the pastor and 
the brave group of laymen who 
stood by held to their decision. 
Then the miracle began. The church 
that had gotten so much unfavor- 
able publicity for daring to have 
a Negro visitor in its pulpit began 
to experience extraordinary growth. 
The membership grew rapidly and 
the new blood made up for those 
who had pulled out. Lost pledges 
were more than. made up by the in- 
flux of new members and new gifts. 
The Sunday school attendance be- 
gan to grow astonishingly from the 
very time the press and radio blared 
the ominous warnings about the 
church having “niggers in their 
pulpit.”” Instead of defeat, — with- 
in a year a new $125,000 sanctuary 
arose and even the mid-week pray- 
er services attracted not the usual 
handful but a devout group of be- 
tween 100 and 150 every Wednes- 
day night. 

Want to see things happen in 
vour church? Dare to put Christian 
teaching into practice, not just in 
Africa or India, — at safe dis- 
tances, — but right at home. But 
be ready for a miracle!

Never before in history has the relationship of Christian 
truth to human values stood out so clearly. In some places 
Christians have been driven underground and religion prostituted 
to the service of a tyrant, but even there the church, with the 
flaming sword of truth, has continued to give its life and strength 
to defend those values which embrace the highest treasures of 
men’s minds and hearts.

the Chinese Communist state; they have not threatened the Chinese 
with Russian military occupation — their planning is too clever for that. 
Tt is the U. S. that is forcing Japan to accept our intensified military 
occupation against the will and desire of the Japanese people (See BTL, 
May 9, 749; U. S. News, Mar. 25, ’49). We are preparing to es- 
tablish ourselves in Formosa and have already reestablished powerful 
bases in the Philippines. 

So the Korean situation is a further extension of the skillful and 
deadly expansion of world communism through ideological penetration 
backed by revolutionary violence operating through native people. And 
we counter by direct, blunt American military action that only vaguely 
comprehends the Communist tactic and is aimed at what we conceive to 
be the threat of the Russian military might buried back in the vast- 
ness of Russia. 

We would not deprecate this threat IF the Russian armed forces 
were included as an active aggressive instrument of world Communist 
expansion — but as we have so frequently pointed out, in all Communist 
doctrinaire the Russian armed forces are emphatically and exclusively 
portrayed as the defensive wall of the Mother Soviet of Russia out of 
which is to flow the aggressive, revolutionary tides of ideological conquest, 
to infiltrate, educate, agitate other peoples until Communist revolt and So- 
viet states can ARISE FROM WITHIN, a strategy that the greatest of arma- 
ments can never come to grips with for they exist on different levels. 
We are forever preparing for the Russian army, but are never prepared 
for the army of Communist ideas that are endlessly advancing. 

To those who believe that armed defenses are necessary in such an 
imperfect world, we do not deny the need of maintaining adequate de- 
fensive strength to counter-balance the possible threat of Russian attack

be placed in Communist areas. Be- 
lieving that Christian teaching and 
the work of Christian churches is 
the most effective means of com- 
bating communism, the national 
Presbyterian leaders are preparing 
for a strong “spiritual offensive’”’ 
against the spread of Red doctrines 
in the mission areas of Asia, Near 
East, Africa, etc. They are sending 
young men and women specially 
trained in Communist doctrines 
and in an understanding of the 
CAUSES of communism, particu- 
larly where the failure of religion 
to serve the needs of the people and 
to supply adequate selfless leader- 
ship has driven the people in des- 
peration to accept the Communist 
leadership and ideology. 

One of the great weaknesses of 
the democratic West is that few 
have kept in mind that since the 
very first advent of communism in 
Russia and throughout its expan- 
sion, the Marxist doctrines have 
only spread where such spiritual and 
moral failure had prepared the way. 





Immorality Of War: A quick, 
penetrating view of the immorality . 
of war may be found in the often 
repeated charges made in Wash- 
ington by L. C. Warren, comp- 
troller general of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. He reports convincing 
evidence that one out of seven war 
goods contracts involves excessive 
or fraudulent payments. Several 
times Mr. Warren has brought the 
situation to the attention of con- 
gressional leaders, pointing out 
that a “sampling” of 26,566 war 
contracts made by the Army and 
Navy and other agencies revealed 
a high percentage of crooked deals 
by businessmen in their settle- 
ments with the U. S. Government. 
Out of the contracts investigated 
1,233 were found to have cheated 
the Government out of a total of 
over 25 million dollars! This 
sampling of the total 323,933 “set- 
tled” contracts shows that the Gov- 
ernment’s loss might run well to- 
wards a half billion dollars,—money 
extracted from the taxpayer for de- 
fense purposes — but going in- 
stead to enrich the war contractors, 
who had no scruples against exces- 
sive charges and fake and fraud- 
ulent deals. But the same con- 
gressmen who beat their breasts 
over any whiff of subversive ac- 
tivity in the country quickly shy 
from any hint that they should in- 
vestigate the plundering of Uncle 
Sam’s economic strength from with- 
in by “subversive” interests that are 
still riding high over the country. 
Too bad the great majority of hon- 
est business men who dealt patri- 
otically with their Government 
should fall under the cloud created 
by those who cheated. 





Reports from Spain 

Five Year Plan In Spain: A 
strong ground swell continues to 
push for U. S. recognition of 
Spain as a full-fledged and honor- 
ed ‘ally. But — a peculiar angle 
of the situation: the same Wash- 
ington leaders who stridently de- 
nounce all forms of economic 
planning are the ones pushing for 
recognition of Franco, while the 
world knows that Franco’s fascist 
government involves severe and 
complete government control and 
government planning. Sam Brew- 
er of the N. Y. Times recently re- 
ported that the fascist Spanish 
government is now planning their 
next five-year industrial achieve- 
ment and that Franco, speaking at 
the closing session of the National 
Engineering Congress of Spain, 
laid great stress on “the impor- 
tance of national planning and dis- 
cipline in science and industry as 
against the ‘liberal’ conception of 
uncontrolled free enterprise.” Ina 
speech that consisted chiefly of a 
defense of the totalitarian con- 
cepts of government, the Spanish 
leader went on to say that “the 
easy-going ways and the neglect of 
planning and direction that are the 
basis of the life of the liberal po- 
litical societies are incompatible 
with progress and improvement in 
the older nations.” 

So the same crowd who boost 
Franco in Washington as a model 
and great ally to our Government 
are the loudest in denouncing all 
concepts of a planned economy as 
now being introduced in England, 
Scandinavia and to some extent in 
this country. 

Protest By Artists: A quict 
but powerful influence in Europe 
today is weighing enlightenment 
against the Fascist Franco regime. 
One of the world’s greatest musi- 
cians is Pablo Casals, famed cellist. 
Casals is an enlightened democrat- 
ic Spaniard, who refuses to go back 
to Spain under Francoism. More- 
over, in the last few years he has 
curtailed his concert activities 
which formerly carried him all 
over the world and has gone to a 
small town in Southern France, 
Prades, about 40 miles from the 
Spanish border, where he has taken 
up his position in eloquent, silent 
protest against the Spanish tyr- 
anny. He refuses to play any 
where else until his native land is 
free from Franco’s tyranny. Man- 
agers, officials and admirers in all 
parts of the world have offered him 
enormous fees for concert tours 
but he has courteously and con- 
sistently declined. He will go no- 
where as long as Spain, the coun- 
try of his birth and deep affection, 
remains under the rule of Franco. 

But from June 1 to June 20 
hundreds of the world’s most dis- 
tinguished musicians have been

in our hemisphere. But the maneuvers we are engaged in at present are 
a far cry from such a reasonable principle. This is not to advocate iso- 
lationism.

CONSTRUCTIVE LEVELS as through the United Nations. 


HE MOST HOPEFUL SIDE of the picture is the new relationship 
with the UN which the Korean war has brought to the U.S. While 
the American public has generally been kept ignorant of the fact, 
any study of world opinion as found in foreign press or the UN publi- 
cations, bears evidence that the U. S. has not been considered a consistent 
supporter of the UN. While we have maintained correct relationships 
with the UN at all times and our leaders pay frequent patronizing 
tributes to the UN in speeches and official utterances, next to Russia 
we have done more to sabotage the authority and influence of the UN 
than any other country. Our frequent unilateral actions, such as in 
Greece and Turkey; the undercover action of our oil interests to rob 
the UN of any authority over the world’s sources of raw materials (See 
BTL, Mar. 3, ’47, U. S. News and World Report, Dec. 3, 46); the whole 
Atlantic Pact scheme which in itself is a confession of our lack of faith 
in and support of the UN, — all these actions have disastrously weak- 
ened the UN in terms of authority, prestige and confidence. 

But since the attack on the South Korean Republic was an undis- 
puted case of armed aggression, American interests in this instance co- 
incided with the UN responsibility to keep the peace. The UN cease fire 
order and request for all member nations to provide assistance in keep- 
ing the peace also gave a legal right for the U. S. to move in with large 
reinforcements, — even though our shipments of men and supplies were 
started on their way the day before the UN statement! (See The Nation, 
issue of July 8, 50). On the other hand, Russia’s refusal to cooperate 
with the UN, because of the failure as yet of the international body to 
accept Communist China into full membership, has isolated the Soviet 
from that body. This has placed Russia in the position of threatening the 
security and interests of the entire free non-Communist world — a thing 
the Soviet does not desire and has heretofore energetically sought to avoid. 
This offers another reason why the Moscow tyrants will not allow the 
Korean incident to evolve into a major test of Soviet power and purposes. 


NE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT EVENTS concerned with the 
action of the UN was the stand taken by India endorsing the UN 
active support of the defense of South Korea. India has been very cool 
to the heated anti-Communist attitude of the U. S., the Nehru govern- 
ment taking a decidedly neutral position between the East-West stale- 
mate — to the disappointment and distress of Washington officials. 
Russia certainly does not want to drive India into the arms of the West 
and since India has thrown her weight with the West in the Korean out- 
break we believe this is another strong reason to look for Russia to back 
out of the present situation. 

Remember, however, that India remains at cross purposes with 
U. S. policy on China and will be openly opposed to any U. S. move to 
join Chiang’s remnant government to take up a strong armed position 
on Formosa as an alternative to recognizing Communist China. 

If the U. S. should go ahead with the Formosa maneuver, the 
danger will be great that India’s weight — of incalculable importance 
in world opinion in spite of our shortsighted American indifference to 
foreign opinion — again will be lost to our side. 

RE-SHAPE OUR POLICIES? Since our interest and action 
now coincide with the interest and action of the UN, we should now 
re-shape our policies so that from here on out we could work in a united 
front with the UN. This would give us the greatest assurance of peace 
we have experienced since World War II — far greater than any se- 
curity we could create with our growing armaments. But this would 
mean that, when our special selfish interests do not coincide with the 
interests of smaller nations, we might have to make some concessions and 
possibly some sacrifices. Because of this, some elements throughout our 
country are fighting all forms of peaceful international cooperation in 
the name of maintaining “American sovereignty” — a sovereignty they 
apparently feel should be maintained to the last American boy and the 
last American dollar! But what sovereignty would there be in a devas- 
tated, bleeding impoverished nation? Is there not a greater sovereignty 
— one that can guarantee America’s character and integrity while using 
the arts and skill of statesmanship to build a kind of world where young 
men need not die and our civilization need not be laid to waste? There 
is, but it cannot be found in the narrow embittered nationalism that always 
looks a little silly and ridiculous on the pages of history when a generation 
has passed, It must be found in the paths of truth, understanding, love 
and cooperation that may always be found on those pages of history that 
record man’s highest attainments.

gathering in the little town of 
Prades on the southern border of 
France, 40 miles from Spain, os- 
tensively to hear a festival of Bach 
music played and directed by the 
immortal Pablo Casals. But the 
greater, unspoken object of this 
pilgrimage of many of the worlds’ 
great artists has been a personal 
tribute to the famed virtuoso as a 
man of character and integrity. 
Since Casals refuses to leave 
Prades to make music, his associ- 
ates, friends and admirers will go 
there to hear him! The most sig- 
nificant channels of European po- 
litical and cultural life are feeling 
the impact of this impromptu but 
serious demonstration of the love 
of liberty by men of attainment. 


We suggest that one of the most 
effective gestures that could be 
made against the tyranny of Rus- 
sia would be to back some ioted 
Russian artist, of whom there are 
many living in refuge throughout 
France and Western Germany, in 
heading up a similar _ protest 
against the Communist tyranny 
over life. Russian musicians, art- 
ists, friends and associates of the 
world could gather for a cultural 
festival by Russian free men. 
While the press and radio would 
not count such events as “news” 
alongside the shooting down of a 
plane or the dramatic gesture of a 
Berlin blockade, it is actually on 
this spiritual and intellectual front 
that history will really be shaped. 
Thus this type of psychological 
warfare would have more weight 
than a dozen “incidents” in the 
military cold war. 





War’s Contradictions: The sci- 
ence of war is now filled with many 


contradictions. Military scientists 
recently revealed that a new Army 
rocket now perfected will destroy 
a bomber 12 miles in the air, far 
beyond the reach of any air de- 
fense weapon as yet known. Not 
only does this new rocket carry its 
effectiveness to such great heights, 
but it will also seek out and pursue 
the enemy plane until deadly con- 
tact is made. Military men agree 
that a stalemate is being reached 
in the air, whereby long-range ef- 
fective bombing techniques are 
cancelled out by the rapid develop- 
ment of long-range anti-bomber at- 
tack weapons. 

It is also known that an anti- 
submarine under-water torpedo is 
being perfected that will almost 
wipe out the effectiveness of 
under-sea craft. Convoys will be 
protected by radar which will spot 
enemy under-sea attacking forces, 
and guided under-water torpedoes 
will cancel out any hope of a prof- 
itable warfare against a moving 
convoy.
